REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a method of operating a gas turbine by converting a heavy oil 
to reformed oil by utilizing heat of exhausted gas from the gas turbine and the reformed oil 
comprising 0.1 ppm or less of vanadium is supplied to the gas turbine. 

The cited prior art does not teach that the reformed oil comprises 0.1 ppm or less of 
vanadium.
